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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive (see 
the response to the arguments as follows). 

Regarding claims 1 , 13, 18, and 23, Applicant argues {Remarks, page 4, lines 17-20) that "Sawada does not drop packets based on a 
predetemnined non-forwarding destination address, but rather fonA/ards packets based on a registration destination address and check for 
specific source address" . Examiner disagrees. With reference to the paragraph 0123, Sawanda clearly drops packets based on the 
predetermined non-fonwarding destination address, i.e., any packet including a destination address in the Destination Address Condition 
Field (1201) having a discard flag in the Forward/Discard Flag Field (1203). Applicant further argues (Remarks, page 6, Iines16-17) that 
Sawada fails to teach filtering the deprecated directed brocast addresses as claimed. As discussed in the last Office action, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill In the art to enter any kind of destination address including deprecated directed broadcast 
addresses with a discard flag into the filtering table to implement the method of Sawada. 

Therefore, Examiner believes that the claim rejection is proper. 
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
